Enterprises are bitterly upset that their 
plans had to be halted. Various production 
personnel had been asked to work on the 
show and director Graeme (Andro- 
zani/Reyelation of the Daleks) Harper was 
in consultation with the Doctors about 
reprising their roles. A script had been 
written by Doctor Who - The Monsters 
author Adrian Rigelsford and BBC script 
writer Jo McCaul. A production office had 
even been set up at the BBC Enterprises 
building in West London. 

All this year BBC Video have been 
promoting the Thirtieth Anniversary of 
Doctor Who extraordinarily well, giving it 
the highest profile possible. The Dark 
Dimension would have been the icing on 
the cake, but alas it is not to be. 

Here at Marvel Comics we are all very 
disappointed — after four long years of 
waiting, we really thought the programme 
was making an overdue return.

DAVE GIBBONS 


Of all the artists to work on the Doctor Who comic strip over the 
years, few have achieved the level of success in the comics industry of 
the Time Lord's original delineator for Marvel UK's Doctor Who 
Magazine has. Dave Gibbons was associated with the Doctor for most 
of the initial sixty-nine issues of Doctor Who Weekly (as it was first 
entitled) and Doctor Who Monthly (as it regenerated into) before his 
career went into stellar orbit after drawing DC's landmark Watchmen 
series. His subsequent career continued onwards and upwards. He 
wrote Batman vs Predator and World's Finest (with Batman and 
Superman) and is currently working as artist on Martha Washington's 
War Diaries, written by comics legend Frank Miller, for Dark Horse 
Comics. Back in 1979, however, it was a very different story as Alan 
Woollcombe discovers... 


emerged from beginnings as pro- 

verbially humble as you can get. “I 
was re-lettering American stories, anglicis- 
ing the spelling, which was a very fiddly bit 
of art bodging — coloring into colouring and 
center into centre, things like that. Later I 
did a three-page Hulk strip (in Hulk 
Comic #1) before Doctor Who and I also 
did a cover for a very short-lived comic that 
Marvel UK had out in the mid-Seventies 
called Fury, featuring Nick Fury. The only 
thing of interest about that is that the other 
day I came across a letter from Fury's edi- 
tor, accepting my rough of that cover and 
telling me to go ahead and do the finished 
thing. It was signed by one Neil Tennant, 
the famous Pet Shop Boy!” 

As a result of such odds and ends, Dez 
Skinn, editorial director of Marvel UK at 
the time, offered him Doctor Who. “Dez 
told me that Marvel had acquired the 
rights to do Doctor Who. They were doing a 
weekly Doctor Who magazine, a mixture of 
photos, comic strips and articles. They 
needed someone to draw the comic strips. 
The original idea was for Paul Neary (then 
the art director for Marvel UK, who 
worked in-house alongside Dez) to lay the 
whole thing out and I was to ink it.” 

Gibbons, who at the time wanted out 
from his onerous 2000AD commitments 
for IPC where he'd been re-vamping Dan 
Dare amongst other projects, baulked at 
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D ave Gibbons’ career at Marvel UK 


this halfway house. “I wasn't interested 
because time-wise it was an awkward thing 
to do — to ink four pages a week wasn't a 
week's work, but to do four pages com- 
plete (ie pencilling and inking) was. I told 
Dez that I would rather do the whole job 
complete and he said fine. I was ready for a 
change from 2000AD so it was a very 
appealing prospect.” 


BRINGING IN THE 


WRITERS 

He started work on Doctor Who in July 
1979, having to persuade Skinn 
to take on Pat Mills and John Wagner, also 
at 2000AD, as writers. “I wangled that. I 
knew that Pat and John had submitted a 
slew of Doctor Who stories to the BBC but 
there was a change of script editor and 
they hadn't had any success selling them 
there. I knew they had these plots so I sug- 
gested to Dez that I might be able to get 
them to write the strips. I spoke to Pat and 
John, who thought it was a reasonable idea 
and a good thing to be seen to be working 
somewhere other than IPC as well. That 
was how that came about.” 

Mills and Wagner did four stories 
between them, all based on their rejected 
BBC submissions. “When it came to the 
actual scripting of the comic stories, Pat 
and John worked entirely . They 
alternated, writing two stories each — Pat 
sped The Iron Legion and The Star Beast 
le John did The City of the Damned and

The 
metal meanies were always popular with Doctor Who artists. 
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came to write them for the comic, they 
broadened them out considerably from. 
what they had been. The great problem 
with Doctor Who the television series has 
always been the limited special effects, 
whereas in the comic we could have robot 
Roman legions and werewolf troopers and 
things like that.” 

The two writers were about as different 
as could be. “Working with Pat and John 
was great — they are a couple of the most 
creative and professional comic strip writ- 
ers that this country has ever produced. It 
was very interesting the contrast between 
the two in respect of their different styles 
and different personalities. Pat is very 
excitable and very talkative — he would talk 
to me for hours on the phone and then 
send me wonderful big, thick scripts with 
all sorts of reference ripped out of expen- 
sive books! Whereas John is a much more 
taciturn and dour Scottish chap who writes 
very terse scripts —Ionce called them 
‘exciting telegrams’, that's the kind of way 
that John scripts things, very minimal 
description.” 

Mills and Wagner departed in June 1980 
for reasons Gibbons is not sure about 
(‘although I'm sure it was for good busi- 
ness reasons”), to be replaced by Steve 
Moore, an associate of Dez Skinn from his 


daysaat IPC.9“Steve hada different style 
again from Pat or John,” Gibbons réealls 
slowly, “He is a very able writer and he 
woul tend to write a regular full script. We 
rubbed along quite well together until later 
on in the run when I suggested that maybe 
we could have a bash at doing it Marvel 
US style - in other words, he would supply 
a plot, I would draw the thing and he'd 
script it afterwards. We did a couple of sto- 
Ties like that but I don't think he liked this 
way of working. I don't think he left 
because of that but the upshot of it was that 
he left.” 

Next came an old comrade‘in-arts, Steve 
Parkhouse. To say Gibbons rates Park- 
house highly is an understatement. “Steve 
figures quite a bit in my personal legend — 
amongst other things I learned to do hand 
lettering by looking over his shoulder. It 
was great working with him and those sto- 
ries I did with him were some of my best 
Doctor Who work. He was someone I had 
always got on with very well, someone with 
areal sense of humour and really one of the 
unsung all-rounders of British comics — he 
writes very well, he draws very well, he let- 
ters very well. He was quite happy to work 
in the Marvel US style — in fact occasional- 
ly I'd do the whole artwork and he would 


script it and letter it all in one goblf you 
look at some ofthe strips J'véddne (partic- 
ularly The Netitro® Knights), that is actually 
Steve's balloonlettering on there, not 
mine...” He:nod§, as if to make sure I can 
see the join. I can't. 


LOST IN THE MISTS OF 


TIME 
So much for the storytellers. Turn to the 
actual stories themselves, however, and 
Dave Gibbons! recollections become hesi- 
tant and peppered with maybe's and J don't 
recalls. It is obvious that the personalities 
involved ring far more bells than these 
tales of yore, and even a quick running 
down of the story titles does little more 
than prompt the occasional brief comment. 
On Dragon's Claw: “I remember having a 
terrible time drawing that one” — pause — 
“for some reason I can't now identify”. On 
The Collector. “That was a good story” — 
pause — “I enjoyed that.” The pauses grow 
longer, time slows to a crawl as the artist's 
memories seem lost in a timewarp beyond 
even the TARDIS's powers of retrieval. 
And then, appropriately enough, mention 
of The Life Bringer sparks reminiscence: “I 
very rarely use swipes when I draw, but in 
that one I had to draw a flying chariot with 
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Dave Gibbons at a DWM signing in Westminster in 1985,

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Gibbons drew Davison's Doctor far more 
realistically than he did Tom Baker's version. 
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the Doctor on it. I clearly remember swip- 
ing a Ron Embleton picture of a chariot 
with horses.” Embleton was a top British 
artist of the Fifties and Sixties whose work 
included Wrath of the Gods for Boys’ World 
and Wulf the Briton in TV Express. “In the 
Embleton original it's like a Greek officer 
riding a chariot with ordinary horses 
across a battlefield, but in my version it's 
like a robot flying chariot. You'll be able to 
tell because it's unusually well drawn!” 
Hoots of laughter follow this confession of 
artistic sampling. 

More technical revelations are to come. 
“On End of the Line I hit on a new tech- 
nique for me. I had read somewhere that 
American cartoonist Milton Caniff, who 
created Terry and the Pirates, used to draw 
by pencilling the whole story out and then 
going in with a brush and spotting all the 
areas of black before he did any line work. 
At the time I was doing the Who strips I 
was sharing a studio with Mike McMahon 
and he didn't believe it could be done but I 
did it. I can remember him saying ‘You 
bastard! You have done it!’ He then pro- 
ceeded to use it a bit on a Starblazer Pocket 
Library for DC Thomson.” 

But it is on The Tides of Time, the seven- 
part odyssey scripted by Steve Parkhouse, 
that the artist achieves near-total recall. 


“Steve is really into the epic story and he 
fancied the idea of doing something with 
Doctor Who that really roamed the cosmos 
with all sorts of different strands and was 
rather more than the usual wham-bang sto- 
ries that we had done up until then. I very 
much liked the sweep of it myself, as it was 
something I really could get my teeth into. 
I even got the chance to do my only tul- 
colour Doctor Who spread on one of the 
episodes — the only other full-colour Who 
artwork I had done before that was for the 
give-away transfers in the first couple of 
issues.” 

The Tides of Time was also notable for 
being both Gibbons! penultimate outing on 
the strip and the first storyline to incorpo- 
rate the Peter Davison Doctor. “When I 
drew the first episode, I had the most 
tremendous difficulty getting the likeness 
of Peter Davison. He was like a blanc- 
mange — blond hair, light skin and no eye- 
brows! The trouble was that there was very 
little reference available — all that there had 
been were publicity shots of him in tabloid 
newspapers and Radio Times.” 

Things went from bad to worse. “His 
agent wanted to stop the first episode 
being printed because he felt it made his 
client look ugly! The upshot of that was 
that Peter Davison very obligingly let me 
and then DWM editor Alan McKenzie take 
reference photos on the set. After that, the 
likenesses improved greatly and in a true 
sense I actually ended up getting a better 
likeness of him than I had done of Tom 
Baker, which was more ofa caricature.” 

And so the good Doctor, looking himself 
again, set off on his seventeenth and final 
foray with Gibbons at the helm: Stars Fell 
on Stockbridge. “In the end of course, I 
became like the proprietor of Doctor Who 
and other people just came along and 
wrote it. I was the coherent creative ele- 
ment just as the Doctor himself was the 
coherent fictional element. The strip's for- 
mat meant that, although the Doctor con- 
tinued right through it, you were in effect 
doing unconnected stories in different 
locales. I've always enjoyed inventing back- 
grounds and technologies and moods and 
I enjoyed the aspect of being able to do 
things in different moods.” 

Stars Fell on Stockbridge was to mark the 
end of Gibbons! regular association with 
the character. “It was while I was dong The 
Tides of Time in 1982 that Dick Giordano 
came over from DC Comics in America 
and recruited a whole bunch of British 
artists to DC. The interesting thing is that I 
can clearly remember the first conversa- 
tion I had with Dick. He said to me ‘We've 
got something in common - we've both 
drawn Doctor Who!” (Giordano drew the 
1966 comics adaptation of the 1966 movie 
Dr Who and the Daleks for Dell Comics 
which was reprinted in Doctor Who 
Classic Comics Issue 9). 

Tt wasn't quite Gibbons’ last Gallifreyan 
gasp, however. The artist retummed to draw 
the covers of the eponymously titled 
Marvel US series that ran for twenty-three 
issues between 1984 and 1985, reprinting 
Gibbons' entire run on the strip. “I did 
enjoy doing those covers. I could look 
through each story, pick my favourite 
scene in it and recreate it for the cover. 
There was one cover I wasn't going to do 
because Mike McMahon had drawn one 
of Steve Parkhouse's stories, The Junkyard 
Demon. Mike was asked to do the cover
